moss, in a cool dark. cellar, but usu­ 
ally the coldframe or trenches o u t­ 
doors are safer. 
The pans m ay be 
set on a layer of ashes in the cold- 
fram e 
and covered 
with 
several 
inches of sand or ashes before cov­ 
ering to the depth of six or eight 
inches with soil. The use of several 
inches of the porous sand or ashes 
directly over the bulbs will m ake it 
easier to 
lift 
the 
pans 
w ithout 
breaking’ the brittle shoots. 
At the 
approach of severe weather, a cov­ 
ering of leaves, 
straw, 
or 
rough 
m anure should be placed over the 
soil to prevent freezing. 
If a coldframe is 
not 
available 
the pans may be sunk in trenches 
two feet deep in a sheltered, well- 
drained place outdoors. 
As when a 
coldfram e is used, they should be 
set on a layer of ashes and covered 
w ith sand or ashes before covering 
w ith soil. 
In cold clim ates a very 
heavy m ulch of 
leaves, 
straw , or 
m anure will also be needed. 


As a rule, it will require ten weeks 
before the tulips are rooted suffi­ 
ciently to be brought indoors. The 
pans should then be lifted w ith care 
and placed in a cool room or base­ 
m ent where 
the 
tem perature is 
about fifty degrees and the light is 
rather subdued. 
Here they should 
be perm itted to rem ain until the 
growth is about two inches tall. 
Forcing should be gradual, or the 
buds will blast. 
As th e buds begin 
to form, the bulbs should be moved 
into full light and the tem perature 
gradually raised IO or 15 degrees. 
The average living room is too hot 
and dry to force tulips well, but ideal 
conditions may often be found in a 
cool room or sunporch. Careful a t­ 
tention should be paid to watering 
so th at at no tim e the roots will be­ 
come dry, and the atm osphere kept 
moist by placing the pans on trays 
of moist sand or pebbles, or by 
humidifiers.

The bright, cheerful colors of the 
tulips make them particularly desir­ 
able for flowering indoors. However, 
they are not as 
easily 
forced as 
many other bulbs, such as the Paper 
White Narcissi 
and 
the 
Roman 
Hyacinths, w hich are probably the 
most responsive of all bulbs to forc­ 
ing. 
Yet, if conditions are suitable, 
many varieties of 
tulips 
may 
be 
successfully forced and will repay 
any effort expended upon them. 
If one is inexperienced in forcing 
tulips it is best to begin with some 
of the dwarf Due von Thol tulips or 
some of the early tulips which force 
most satisfactorily. 
The gorgeous 
General de W et, yellow flushed with 
orange and scarlet, is one of the 
best. 
One also m ight choose Pink 
Beauty and 
Chrysolora 
(yellow). 
Among doubles, Murillo (rose-pink), 
Schoonoord 
tpure 
white) 
and 
Marechal Niel (yellow) may be rec­ 
ommended. 
When one has attained success in 


1 bringing 
these 
dw arf 
tulips into j 
flower indoors, the 
more 
difficult 
Darwins m ay be attem pted. 
The 
first step consists in securing strong. J 
large bulbs 
of 
suitable 
varieties. 
Some varieties, fine for garden cul­ 
ture, are not suitable 
for 
forcing. 
Princess Elizabeth 
(pink). 
F am - 
combe Sanders (scarlet) and Wil­ 
liam P itt (deep crimson) are satis­ 
factory forcing varieties. 
Bulb Pans Helpful 
It is im portant to pot the bulbs 
in containers having 
holes 
for 
drainage. T he regulation bulb pans, 
such as florists use, 
are especially 
suited. A pan six inches in diam e­ 
ter will accomm odate five or six 
bulbs nicely. A few pieces of broken 
crock or pot should be placed over 
the drainage hole and covered with 
a little 
sphagnum moss or some 
coarse m aterial before filling the 
pots with sifted soil. 
O ften a good 
potting 
m ixture 
may be purchased for a small sum 
from the 
local 
florist. 
Usually a 
good m ixture may be made by m ix­ 
ing three parts good garden soil 
with one p a rt sand. 
If the garden 
soil Is heavy, more sand should be 
added, and if 
poor, 
some 
dried 
m anure and bone flour. In potting, 
the tulip bulbs should be entirely 
covered w ith soil, with the tip of 
the bulb Just 
under 
the surface. 
The soil when firmed and watered 
should be about one-fourth of an 
inch below the rim of the bulb pan 
to allow room for watering. 
Unless the bulbs are perm itted to 
form strong root systems before top 
growth begins, the blooms will be 
inferior. 
For strong root develop­ 
m ent a tem perature of around forty 
degrees, which is low enough to pre­ 
vent top growth, 
good 
soil, 
and 
moisture are necessary. 
Therefore, 
after potting, the bulbs should be 
thoroughly 
watered and placed in 
some cool, dark place to root before 
bringing them indoors to make leaf 
growth and to flower. 
M ay Be Stored 
The bulbs may be stored in boxes 
of dam p sand, coal ashes, or peat
